Tanks Break Through 


After Australitn sappers had 
eut the barbed-wire  entanyle- 
ments Our tanks crashed through 
hat dawn and sveon made a five- 
Smile gap oan the enemy's first and 
second dines. The infantry surged 
forward close behind. 

Pouring through the gaps, a 
brigade of Australians charged 


straight = for the objective. 
Others debouched right and left 
inside the perimeter, mopping 
up gun positions.

Creeping Barrage 


Our men advanced behind a 
ereeping barrage of artillery fire. 
The wir resounded with — the 
rour of the guns and the whine 
of shells hurtling overhead. The 
Italian front-line guns were quick- 
ly silenced, but not before thous- 
ands of prisoners streaming back 
were caught in the barrage from 
their own guns, 

The Australians took their 
positions in two hours, instead 
of the four allowed for by the 
staff. Many of the gung they 
captured had received direct 
hits from our covering artillery. 
Tu the west lay the strongly 

fortified Italian camp of  Pilas- 
trino, but our troops had orders 
to ignore this and to put out of ac- 
+ tion the two forts of Solaro and 
Airente. These are old Roman 
strongholds lying in a straight 
line behind Tobruk. 

Tuwards 2 o'clock, with the 
guns of Pilastrino fort booming 
on the left flank of the ridge, the 
later stages of the battle began, 
Over the port itself black smoke 


from burning oil dumps and 
barracks testified to the deadly 
effect of the R.A.F. bombings. 
Bren gun curriers, infantry 
tanks and armoured cars and 
infantry went forward in per- 
fect order. 


Ships Blazing 


Towards sunset, with the — air 
still filled with the roar of battle, 
we decided to dash -down the 
road direct to Tobruk.

To-day, the Italians are 
ing Out only in isolated: positions.

The setting on fire af the 
Italian cruiser Spn Giorgio — in 
Tobruk Bay rendered a great ser- 
vice, us the warship’s 10-inch 
guns were causing no little dam- 
age.

to reason, Phe Asis dictators 
have accumulated loyalty by tite.

things which people wanted to 
hear by appealing to the intense 
passions of nationalism, by build- 
ing up a “Myth of Vietory dn 
Germany, this took the form of 
the legend that the | German 
armies had never been de- 
feated in battle, but had 
been stabbed in the back 
by the Jews, Communists and De- 
mocrats, In italy it took — the 
form of the myth that Italy had 
won the war but had tost the peace 
- again, because she had been be- 
trayed at the peace by her own 
Liberals and by the democracies 
of France and Britain. When 
each dictator had captured the 
machinery of Government by sich 
propaganda, he turned to the 
weapon of force and appealed to 
fear, This’ was the stage. of ter- 
ror, castor-oil, — concentration- 
cumps, and party-purges. Finally, 
when all opposition had beer 
cowed, came the fihal stage of 
“achievements” and the appeal to 
reason: the boasts of victories wan 
ugaimst the decadent de- 
mocracies in the fNeld of diplo- 
macy, and against ‘‘traditional 
enemies” in Abyssinia, and in 
Czechoslovakia, Poland attd 
France, But now the climax his 
been reached. This smooth pro- 
cess is ended. The day of reverses 
and of reckoning has come, Bri- 
tain has not been invaded, Nor his 
oe And both are hitting bactk 
ard, 


This is the supreme moment for 
British propaganda. There are 
signs that this is being realised. 
The B.B.C, is being reorganisedt 
A bigger programme of broadcasts 
to the péoples of all oceupicd tert 
ritories “is planned. Mistakes 
in broddcasts to Germany 
are being remedied. The 
. R.A.F. have again started to drop 
leaflets, and rumours of the real 
extent of the damage done to tht 
navy at Taranto are being con- 
firmed by bestowlhg photograptis 
of it upon Turin, Stid] more of this 
kind of propaganda should be 
pressed home. British propaganda, 
hitherto on the defensive, must 
now move steadily to the offen- 
sive, . 


Meanwhile, the enemy  pro- 
puganda offensive has ‘exhausted 
itself, The elaborate stries of iil 
sions carefully built up by. Goeb- 
bels at home and abroad has beén 
systematically belied by’ events. 
First, the decadent. democraciés 
would not fight, Then, when théy 
did, it would all be over in a-féw 
months, Then, when it was not, 
Germany wotld build a “New. 
Order” in Europe. Meanwhile the 
Nazi-Soviet Pact and the. ruthless 
invasion of neutral countries stith 
as Norway,- Denmark and Greete 
have combined to reveal to’ neii- 
trals the true purpose of this “New 
Order.” The loyalty. of Greece, ”

Fhe: Real Test: 


In the case of the other flelding 
positions, the real test of a player's 
fielding ability is the umount of 
ground covered, with the con- 
sequent potential hits he is abie to 
cut off. 

Accordingly, the real indication 
is in the number of changes ac- 
cepted by a player, namely the 
put-outs and assists 

In the case of outfielders, the 
greater the number of put-outs 
the greater the fielder's ability, 
since fielders who play on a dime, 
and allow the ball to bounces, will 
seidom be charged with an error, 
the batter being more often than 
not credited with a hit. 

Incidentally, with a majority of

appeal to fear, and by an appeat 
reacon, The Axis dictators 
alty by baal 
ing each of these appeals al the 
right moment. They first captured 
the attepstion and sympathy of! 
their peoples by telling them 
things which peuple wanted to 
hear by appealing to the intense 
passions of nationalism, by burld- 
ing up oa “Myth of Vietory” in 
Germany, this took the form of 
the legend that the German 
armies had never been de- 
feated Mn battle, but had 
been stabbed in the back 
by the Jews, Communists and De- 
mocrats. In Italy it took — the 
form of the myth that Italy had 
won the war but had lost the peace 
—-again, becuuse she had been be- 
trayed at the peace by her own 
Liberals and by the democracies 
of France and Britain.

It is the clearest and most pesi- 
tive sign of growing air stvength 
It is the recapture of the offensive 
in the air such as the Royal Fry- 
ing Corps maintained ablnost 
throughout the war of 1914-18.

In August and September last 
year the enemy machines were 
falling in hundreds on British soil, 
a sign of tactical superiority but 
at the same time a sign that the 
enemy was on the offensive and 
that we were on the defensive.

To be able to rend the averages 
rightly, Oe must be acquainted 
with the figures, for averages du 
disclose real facts about a flelder's 
ability, Lut in order to obtain the 
proper information from the aver- 
ages, the figures must be analysed. 

Take, (or instance, Maple Leal 
hindgnatcher Johnnie Delgado's

£930, which is one point above that 
of Mohawh catcher, Joe Morris, 
which seems to indicate that Del- 
gado is the better catcher.

PUTTING ACCURACY 
‘By Best Ball 


Giving attention to the two 
phases of the putting stroke 
listed above {is one way of 
counteracting the two most 
prevalent faults on the green, 
In fact if one is putting way 
off form, it is wel] to check 
up on these two points, i.e, 
too short a backstroke or Iift- 
ing the head before the ball

Every Tenet 


But never in any struggle be- 
tween barbarism and civilisation 
had so much been at stake.

ed man, The world had known 
tyranny before but never is 
tyranny inore cruel and absolute 
or as relentlessly organised. 

For Nazisin had stolen and 
run amok with great inventions 
of free and inquiring minds and 
had set about using them not to 
liberate but to enslave the hu- 
man spirit. 

In the struggle uguinst the 
Nazis the people of Britain held 
the front line but it did not stand 
alone. The Dominions and Co- 
lonies were mustering their for- 
ces, Armerica, as President Roose- 
velt said last Saturday night, 
“has gone into action.” 

It was mobilising with ever- 
growing speed Its tremendous 
resources to make available the 
sinews of war. 

On every continent and in 
every country, wherever there

Is Government propaganda, and jt 
is all propaganda for power, Poli- 
Vical power depends upon the 
loyalty of men, and the loyalty of 
men can be enlisted in three ways:

toe oreitson The Axis dictators 
have accumubited loyalty by mals- 
we each of these appeals at the 
right moment. They first captured 
the attention and sympathy of 
peoples by — telling = them 
things which people wanted to 
hear- by appealing to the intense 
passions of nationalism, by build- 
ing up a “Myth of Victory.” In 
Germany, this took the form of 
the legend that the German 
armies had  Mmever been de- 
feated in battle, but had 
been — stabbed in the — back 
by the Jews, Communists and De- 
mocrats, In Italy it took the 
form of the myth that Italy had 
won the war but had lost the peace 
---ugain, because she had been be-

of France and Britain. When 
each dictator had captured the 
machinery of Government by such 
propaganda, he turned to the 
weapon of force and appealed to 
fear, This was the stage of ter- 
ror, castor-oil, concentration- 
camps, and party-purgeés, Finally,.

cowed, came the final stage of. 
“achievements” and the appeal to 
reason: the boasts of victories won 
against the decadent = de- 
mocracies in the fel of diplo-:
